DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 12, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kruger 
et al US 2002/0173715 Al. Kruger et al shows all of the features of the instant invention 
including a method, apparatus, or computer program where a source and detector are used to take 
a full scan of an area of interest in an object, then at least one partial scan is performed to detect 
motion of a contrast agent (abstract, paragraphs [0039], [0054], and [0056]). The mention of a 
perfusion study in the preamble of claim 1 is an intended use and does not lend patentable weight 
to the claim. The mention of a CT system in the preamble of claim 12 does not lend patentable 
weight to the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-11, 13-20, 22, and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: as 
claimed, the allowable subject matter addresses mathematical details of the partial scan. These 
details are neither shown nor fairly suggested in the prior art.
